Another solar 
farm in pipeline 


ANOTHER mammoth solar 
farm could be on its way to 
the village of Stretham. 

Bosses at F.C. Palmer and 
Sons, based at Stowbridge 
Farm, in Green End, are plan¬ 
ning to build a new 81-acre 
solar farm on their land. 

Less than 18 months after 
they secured planning per¬ 
mission to build an 80-acre 
solar farm on land west of 
Cross Drove, which is part of 
their 2,058-acre estate, they 
now want to erect a similar 
number of solar panels on a 
parcel of land to the south of 
the village centre. 

The farm has submitted a 
screening opinion on the 
development to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The screening opinion will 
see planners telling the devel¬ 
opers what supporting evi¬ 
dence they want if and when a 
formal planning application 
is submitted, such as environ¬ 
mental/archaeological sur¬ 
veys or the extent of local con¬ 
sultation required. 

In a statement to the coun-

cil, the applicants said the 
solar farm would produce 20 
megawatts of energy- enough 
to power more than 5,000 
homes. 

They said: “Each panel will 
be mounted on a fixed frame, 
which will be elevated 
approximately 
0.5m above 
ground. 

“This is to 
minimise 
impact on the 
land and 
allow for the 
continued 
agricultural 
use for crop 
growing. 

“The site 
would have 
appropriate 
drainage, with hard standing 
only at the point of access/ 
egress to the site. 

“Once operational the site 
will require limited mainte¬ 
nance.” 

They added: “The construc¬ 


tion and operation of the 
scheme will cause negligible 
environmental impact and 
will not produce pollutants 
once in operation.” 

The application comes just 
weeks after plans to erect 
1,000 solar panels at Frog’s 
Abbey in nearby Coveney 
were approved. 

Labour’s prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for 
South East 

Cambridgeshire, 
Huw Jones, has 
raised con¬ 
cerns about 
the increasing 
number of 
solar farms 
being built in 
the Ely area. 

He insists solar 
farms would be 
better suited to “less 
productive marginal” 
land rather than “prime agri¬ 
cultural” land. 

The final decision on the 
screening opinion lies with 
the council.

New retail park 
plan submitted 


PLANS to build a new out-of- 
town retail development in 
Ely have been submitted - 
despite the applicants being 
told a special assessment 
should be carried out first. 

Bosses at Cambridge 
Property Group submitted a 
screening opinion to develop 
around 10 hectares of land in 
Downham Road - the site 
currently occupied by the Ely 
Outdoor Sports Association - 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council last month. 

The proposals involve build¬ 
ing a new supermarket, petrol 
filling station, retail ware¬ 
housing and a pub/restau¬ 
rant. 

Giles Hughes, head of plan¬ 
ning at the council, has con¬ 
cerns over the proposals and 
has asked that the firm car¬ 
ries out an environmental 
impact assessment before 
submitting any planning 
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application. 

However, the company has 
pressed ahead with its plans 
and an application has now 
been submitted. 

The firm says its proposals 
will tie in with Turnstone 
(Ely) Ltd’s intentions to build 
a new leisure development on 
land adjacent to Ely Rugby 
Club, also in Downham Road. 
Their plans involve building a 
six-screen cinema, eight new 
restaurants and an underpass 
at theAlO. 

Cambridge Property Group 
also says its plans will rival 
the Octagon Park proposals 
for Angel Drove and that 
Tesco could be persuaded to 
relocate to Downham Road 
instead. 

A spokesman said: “Our pro¬ 
posals deliver a wide range of 
benefits for communities 


across Ely and for its econo¬ 
my. 

“With the superstore 
designed only to accommo¬ 
date Tesco’s relocation from 
the station into larger prem¬ 
ises, it will be able to provide 
that retailers’ full offer, but 
locally. 

“As this is an alternative to 
the Octagon Park proposals, 
the council has already 
accepted there will be no sig¬ 
nificant adverse effects on the 
Ely’s centre. 

“Our proposals complement 
the council’s partner 
Turnstone’s cinema propos¬ 
als on adjoining land and can 
only add to that scheme’s 
footfall helping make it more 
viable and attractive.” 

The firm says it will submit a 
separate planning applica¬ 
tion for the relocation of the 
current on-site sports facili¬ 
ties soon.

Villagers object 
to houses plan 


PLANS to build 128 new 
homes on the outskirts of Ely 
are proving as controversial 
as proposals to build another 
100 properties approximately 
five miles away. 

Dozens of letters of object¬ 
ions have been submitted in 
relation to Gladman Devel¬ 
opments’ plans to develop 
land north of Field End, Witch- 
ford, in a matter of weeks. 

The Cheshire-based compa¬ 
ny also wants to build 100 new 
homes on land south of num¬ 
ber 18 Wilburton Road, Had- 
denham. 

But like people in Hadden- 
ham, residents in Witchford 
insist their village cannot 
cope with such a large number 
of new properties. 

Sandy Forrest, of nearby 
Granary End, said: “There is 
no capacity in the village pre¬ 
school, primary school and 
senior school, nor the local 
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clubs for additional children. 

“There is also insufficient 
play space in the village and 
the shop and post office would 
not be sufficient for the in¬ 
creased size of the village. 

“Witchford prides itself on 
being a small and friendly 
community. If we wanted to 
live in a warren of a massing 
housing estate we would have 
moved to Ely.” 

Sharon Mann, of Victoria 
Green, has echoed Mrs 
Forrest’s concerns and is also 
worried about road safety. 

She said: “I live opposite the 
proposed site and we already 
have a problem with traffic 
using the estate as a cut 
through to the village. 

“If this number of houses are 
built we can assume the num¬ 
ber of cars using the roads on 
the estate will increase by 128 


at least. Surely this doesn’t fit 
with the framework travel 
plan?” 

Cllr Pauline Wilson has 
called for the application to be 
put before the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee. 

She said: “Witchford has one 
small shop which is a post 
office, there is no doctors sur¬ 
gery and the school and col¬ 
lege are full to capacity. 

“The exit is out onto the road 
leading up to the junction of 
the A142, an already very busy 
road which cannot cope with 
more traffic travelling along it. 

“Villages can cope with a few 
extra houses perhaps 10 to 20, 
but 128 houses is ridiculous as 
we do not have the infrastruc¬ 
ture for such a large housing 
development.”

Asda licence approved 


A SUPERMARKET giant’s plans 
to serve alcohol until midnight, 
seven days a week, have been 
approved - despite anger from 
nearby residents. 

Asda will soon take over 
Budgens in Clay Street, Soham, 
and last month bosses applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council for permission to open 
the store from 6am-midnight 
Monday to Sunday - and serve 
alcohol throughout that period. 

The application also involved 
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supplying “late-night refresh¬ 
ment” from llpm-midnight 
seven days a week. 

Despite dozens of objections 
from families living nearby, the 
application has been approved 
by council licencing bosses. 

Among the objectors was 
Geoffrey Woollard, of nearby St 
Andrew’s Park, who said he was 
“disappointed” by the decision. 


He said: “It appears the objec¬ 
tions to late-night alcohol sales 
raised by residents were not rele¬ 
vant or were of a speculative 
nature and without evidential 
proof. 

“It is my opinion that extended 
licensing hours for the sale of 
alcohol through the soon-to-be 
Asda store are likely to exacer¬ 
bate late-night crime and disor¬ 
der, could threaten public safety, 
will cause a public nuisance and 
may prove a danger to children.” 


Asda announced earlier this 
year that it would be taking over 
the store, which is currently run 
by local businessman fonathan 
fames. 

The news has been largely wel¬ 
comed by locals, who have been 
asking for more variety when it 
comes to shopping in the town 
for some time. 

Asda says it will be taking over 
the store “in the near future”, 
although a formal opening date 
is yet to be confirmed.

A FIREFIGHTER has hung up his 
uniform after tackling blazes in 
the Soham area for almost three 
decades. 

Mick Galley, 62, decided to call it 
a day after 29 years as an on-call 
firefighter. 

The father-of-two, who lives with 
his wife, Karen, in Guntons Close, 
Soham, said: “It wasn’t an easy 
decision and I’m going to miss it a 
lot but you just know when the 
time has come.” 

Mick, who works at local firm 
Prelude Fabrications, said: “Being 
an on-call firefighter is brilliant 
fun and I was lucky to work with a 
great bunch of lads, and one lass, 
at Soham station. 

“You never know what’s going to 
happen next and even after 29 
years I still got a buzz whenever I 
was called out. 

“My first ever call-out was to a 
Ford Escort on fire in The Shade. It 
was a Saturday night at around 
6.30pm, although I can’t remem¬ 
ber the date.” 

When asked about the strangest 
999 call he attended, Mick said: 
“I’ve had a few bizarre ones over 
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the years. I’ve been called to a 
dove stuck up a tree and lots of 
animals stuck in ditches and riv¬ 
ers - horses, cows and sheep - but 
I suppose that’s because of the 
area we live in. 

“Road traffic collisions are al¬ 
ways the toughest incidents to 
attend.” 

Station Commander Martin 
Ockenden said: “Mick was the 
smallest member of the team 
when he joined the service and 
although he used to be squeezed 
into tight spaces at incidents, he 
became a big character on the sta¬ 
tion. 

“During his distinguished career 
he attended countless emergency 
incidents helping many members 
of the community in their hour of 
need. Although he is a slight man 
he has left big boots to be filled.”

COURT REPORTER 


A CORONER has called for 
new laws to ban fly-grazing 
after a 23-year-old man from 
Soham was killed by horses 
which had escaped onto the 
A14. 

Thomas Allen, who is the 
cousin of Soham murder vic¬ 
tim Holly Wells, was driving 
home on Christmas Eve with 
his girlfriend when his car hit 
one of five horses, which had 
strayed onto the dual car¬ 
riageway. 

As previously reported, Mr 
Allen, of Red House Gardens, 
Soham, died in hospital on 
Christmas Day 2012 as a 
result of the injuries he sus¬ 
tained in the horrific four- 
vehicle collision. 

Horse owner Stacy Hum- 
phrys, 27, who was responsi¬ 
ble for a herd of between 
30-40 animals, had been 
repeatedly warned about pre¬ 
vious escapes from the field, 
near Sproughton, Suffolk. 

Humphrys, of West Mead¬ 
ows travellers site in Ipswich, 
admitted causing a public 
nuisance and was jailed for 
two years and four months 
last month.

said he would write to police 
forces and local authorities to 
“ensure sufficient priority is 
given to the problem.” 

Dr Dean will also write to 
the Government asking for 
fly-grazing to be made a 
criminal offence to “mini¬ 
mise the chance” of another 
“dreadful tragedy happening 
again”. 

He said: “It’s very clear that 
what took place was an awful 
tragedy. There had been 
numerous reports of horses 
on the loose on or near the 
road or in locations where the 
potential for an accident was 
always there. 

“The picture here seems to 
be a recurring problem with 
potential deficiencies in the 
legislation that might have 
enabled it to have been dealt 
with more swiftly.” 


At an inquest into Mr Allen’s 
death, coroner Peter Dean 
recorded a verdict of acciden¬ 
tal death and said the tragedy 
was an “accident waiting to 
happen”. 

He called for fly-grazing, 
where animals are taken to 
fields to feed without permis¬ 
sion, to be made illegal and

ASTRONOMERS in the Ely 
area are able to see into 
the stars again thanks to a 
huge community effort. 

Members of the Anglian 
Observatory were devasta¬ 
ted when the community 
telescope in Wentworth 
was severely damaged by 
vandals. 

The telescope box was 
pushed and rocked so hard, 
the telescope smashed, in 
an incident not long before 
Christmas. 

But, just a few months 
later, the equipment has 
been restored and is back 
in use for astronomers and 
local families. 

Peter Ingram, chairman 
of the Anglian Observatory, 
said: “We really didn’t 
think we’d be able to repair 
the telescope. 

“It was severely damaged 
and the fact it was an old 
design meant it was extra 
difficult to find the parts 
we needed. 

“But after many generous 
donations from friends and 
some mechanical help 
from Witchford Garage and 
others, we did it. 


“The telescope has liter¬ 
ally been rebuilt from 
scratch. It was quite diffi¬ 
cult to find replacements 
for some of the parts and 
not easy to overcome the 
engineering but it really is 
a wonderful instrument 
again now.” 

Adrian Shaw, the original 
designer and builder of the 
telescope, observatory 


members and local fami¬ 
lies attended a special 
opening ceremony to cele¬ 
brate completion of work. 

Mr Ingram said security 
at the observatory, located 
in Main Street, near the vil¬ 
lage play area, has been 
increased following the 
vandalism. 

He said: “The telescope is 
now newer than new and 


we are fully open to the 
public. We can plainly see, 
in addition to the distant 
stars and galaxies, the four 
moons of Jupiter and the 
icy poles of Mars.

When Alice Leadbeter was struck 
down with postnatal depression, 
she didn’t think she’d ever get 
better. But with the right help 
and plenty of determination, she 
has rebuilt her life - and wants 
to help others do the same, as 
she told Emma Higginbotham. 


BUBBLY, easy-going and blessed 
with an infectious laugh, Alice 
Leadbeter is great company. Her 
house has the cosily chaotic feel of 
a large, happy family - photos of 
sons James, 10, Thomas, 8 and 
Harry, 5, smile down from every 
wall, and toys fight for space with 
colourful beads and yarns; as well 
as being a primary school teacher, 
Alice is a keen knitter and 
jewellery-maker. 

But the craft projects were taking 
a back seat when we met, as the 
40-year-old was in training to run 
Sunday’s London Marathon. And 
her chosen charity? Mind. Because 


in spite of her cheerful nature, not 
so long ago Alice was in the dark 
depths of postnatal depression: “At 
my worst, I didn’t think I’d ever 
recover,” she says. “But now I’m 
better than I’ve ever been.” 

Alice, who lives in Burwell, 
always wanted to be a mum. She 
and husband Ian were delighted 
when James was born and, with no 
history of depression, revelled in 
her time with her new baby. 

“I’m a perfectionist, as many 
teachers are; we have very high 
standards, and I remember 
thinking ‘Gosh, my life’s so much 
easier now, I’ve got so much more 


time than when I’m teaching’!” 
says Alice, laughing. “I had time to 
actually think about what I was 
going to wear in the morning, and 
maybe put a bit of make-up on...” 

But when Thomas arrived, Alice 
wasn’t quite so breezy: “I was on 
the edge, I think. I had a lovely 
health visitor who was watching 
me: she just picked up that I was 
not ‘not coping’, but just mentally 
not quite where I should be. But 
then when I had Harry it all fell 
apart.” 

During her pregnancy, life had 
become increasingly stressful for 
Alice. Little Thomas was very 


poorly with asthma, “and we spent 
a lot of time in the hospital with 
him, which was obviously really 
worrying,” she recalls. 

“Every mum wants everything to 
be perfect for their children. You 
want them to have a wonderful 
upbringing and a great childhood, 
so I nearly killed myself trying to 
be here for James, as well as for 
Thomas in hospital, and trying to 
make it all alright.” 

When Harry arrived, Alice 
struggled from the beginning. 
“There were lots of tears. Lots and 
lots of tears,” she says. “I loved my 
children to bits, and I would do

anything for them, but I 
remember lying on the bed 
upstairs in absolute tears, 
thinking ‘I can’t do this’.” 

Gradually, she felt herself 
withdrawing: “You almost shut 
down from the outside world. 
You’re in this little bubble, and 
nobody knows. I put on this big 
act; even people who were 
fairly close to me didn’t know 
because I kept them at a 
distance.” 

But at home Alice couldn’t 
hide and, she says, it was 
particularly tough for Ian: 
“When I was crying, he’d just 
say ‘What’s wrong?’ And I’d be 
like ‘I don’t know!’ 

“It’s so hard for the person 
watching you going through 
something, because they 
desperately want to help, but 
don’t really know how. I can’t 
fault him; he was brilliant and 
very hands-on. But I just 
shrank away from everybody.” 

“It wasn’t as extreme as 
some,” she adds. “Some people 
want to kill their children. But I 
could see that! I loved this 
thing with all my heart, but the 
demands it was expecting,” she 
says, shaking her head. “It’s 
mentally and physically 
draining, because they want 
you all the time.” 

Alice’s other issue was that 
she was never able to relax: “I 
couldn’t stop. I’d either be 
crumpled in tears or I’d be 
manic. The house had to be 
perfect - you can tell my 
standards have dropped! - but 
I had to have a perfect house, 
everything had to be ironed... I 
remember people saying to me 
‘It doesn’t matter,’ and I’d be 
like ‘But it DOES!’ I had such 
high expectations.” 

Luckily for Alice, her health 
visitor recognised that 
something was seriously 
wrong, even though at first she 
refused to admit it: “Who’s 
going to say ‘Do you know 
what, I’m really not coping’?” 
she says. “You’re not! You’re a 
mother, you’re expected to 
cope. How often have you got 
those images of the perfect 
family thrown at you in the 
media? You can’t fail, and yet 
you do feel like a failure. 

“I used to think ‘What’s 
wrong with me? I’ve got three 
beautiful children, I’ve got 
everything I should want, but 
I’m not happy’. It’s horrid, 
really horrid, because you’re 
embarrassed. How can you 
admit to somebody that 


actually it’s not going right?” 

But Alice’s biggest fear was 
what might happen to her 
children if she told the truth: 

“It must have been in the back 
of my mind that they might be 
taken away because I couldn’t 
cope. I thought ‘If I can’t look 
after them, what’s going to 
happen?’ 

“It is really hard, but in order 
to get better, you have to admit 
that there’s a problem. And 
once I did reach out, I found 
that I had an amazing team 
behind me.” 

The health visitor had clearly 
voiced her worries to Alice’s GP 
and, when she went for her six 
week check-up, the doctor was 
ready: “She was just who I 
needed; she’s a mother, and 
she made it sound normal.” 

The doctor gave Alice some 
leaflets; by chance there was a 
postnatal depression group in 
the village, “and I phoned this 
lady, who came round to visit 
me. 

“She was brilliant, because 
she’d been through it herself, 
but I remember sitting here 
thinking ‘I’ll never be able to 
be like her. I can’t ever imagine 
recovering, and being like she 
is. There’s no way out of this’. 

“But she was the one who 
introduced me to knitting 
again. She said ‘I used to knit 
things for my daughter’s dolls, 
and I felt like I was doing 
something for her, but actually 
it was a way of sitting down’. 
And that was brilliant. I knitted 
as a teenager, so I just started 
again; it just meant that I could 
sit still and not feel guilty. 
Knitting is amazing because 
all you’re worrying about is the 
next stitch: you’re focused on 
that, rather than on everything 
else that’s going on.” 

Alice’s next step was to have 
counselling: “I’d got to a point 
where I realised I couldn’t go 
on like this, and I needed to 
throw everything I could at it. 
So I did. Counselling’s not right 
for everybody, but I was 
desperate. My counsellor was 
wonderful, and said ‘Focus on 
you: if you can’t look after 
yourself, then you can’t look 
after everybody else’.” 

Moreover Alice realised, with 
sadness, that she needed to 
give up her job. “It was a very 
hard decision. I was worried 
about what people would think 
of me - the general perception 
of mental health is that you’re 
completely nutty - and I was 


thinking ‘Will I ever get 
another job if it goes on my 
file?’ 

“But I wanted to get better, 
even though I didn’t actually 
believe I could at the 
beginning. So I just thought 
‘I’m going to stop, spend the 
time with my children, and 
take one stress out of my life’.” 

She also decided to take anti¬ 
depressants, something she’d 
avoided to begin with: “Again, 
it’s another step to actually 
saying ‘You know what? I’ve 
accepted it’. And it’s just like 
any other medication: if it’s 
going to help you, what’s 
wrong with it? I just wanted to 
feel better.” 

For Alice, it worked. She 
busied herself with being the 
best mum she could be and, 
ever-energetic, threw herself 
into learning to make jewellery 
- and writing a blog about it. 
“When I wasn’t working, it was 
almost like I wasn’t a member 
of society, and that’s when 
blogging really helped - it was 
a connection with other 
people. I love it.” 

Today, Alice feels better than 
ever, not least because she’s 
back at work. With Harry 
starting school last September, 
she decided that the time was 
right, and now does a job¬ 
share at a local primary: “I 
really do love teaching,” she 
says. “Once a teacher, always a 
teacher...” 

So what would her advice be 
to someone who suspects they 
may have postnatal 
depression? “Don’t struggle on 
your own. If you can find a 
doctor who you really like, and 
who you think will listen to 
you, go and see them - even if 
it means waiting for a week. 
And don’t be afraid! I know it’s 
really hard, but people will 
understand. I’ve never felt 
anybody judging me in a 
negative way because of what 
I’ve admitted to.” 

Alice ran the marathon for 
for Mind - a charity she chose 
because of its determination to 
get people talking about 
mental health problems. 

“We need to get rid of the 
stigma. One in four people will 
be affected, which is an 
amazing statistic, and we 
really shouldn’t look at 
anybody differently. It’s an 
illness like any other illness, 
and if I can help one person by 
being open about it, it’ll be 
worth it.”

The soloist on the night is dynamic 
cellist Matt Haimovitz, pictured, 
and the concert offers a rare chance 
to hear music by some of the 20th 
century's most influential minimalist 
composers. Arvo Part's These Words 
is as haunting and ethereal as the 
Gregorian chants which inspire so much 
of the composer's work; Philip Glass's 
mesmerising Cello Concerto 
No 2 receives its UK premiere; and for 
John Adams' Harmonielehre, the Corn 
Exchange will be transformed, such are 
the colossal orchestral resources this 
extraordinary piece requires. 

The conductor, Dennis Russell 
Davies, right, is a contemporary of 

Philip Glass and - 

an acknowledged 
champion of modern 
classical music. 

ANDREW BURTON 
spoke to him 

What draws you to 
the music of Part, 

Adams and Glass? 

These are 

composers who have written strikingly 
different music, starting out in the 20th 
century and continuing into the 21st 
century. Their music found an audience 
that wasn't necessarily used to going 
to concerts, and they extended the 
concert-going audience's ideas of what 
music is and could be. 

What do you hope Cambridge 
audiences will feel when they see the 
concert? 

An audience makes a special effort 
when they come to hear music. They 
are not sitting at home, or listening 
to music on headphones. They have 
, set aside their evening. What I hope 
i is the audience will be rewarded and 
stimulated. If someone goes to see an 
exhibition at an art gallery, they can 
mull over a particular work of art, think 
about it, then return and have another 
crack at it. In the concert hall, that's 
difficult to pull off. You've got to be 'in 




the present'. 

What I hope to have is an audience 
which actively listens. I'm assuming 
people who come to the concerts on 
our UK tour will come because they are 
curious. They may know one or another 
of the works but I doubt any of them 
will have heard all three, and certainly 
not live. So I'm hoping there'll be a 
sense of adventure and discovery. 

What does minimalism mean to you? 

The term was originally coined 
because, after decades of music 
becoming more and more complicated 
harmonically and technically, there was 
suddenly this new music that didn't 
require any of these virtues we had all 
worked so hard to acquire. 

For the musicians, it was a dash 
of cold water: suddenly they were 
no longer required to play exotically 
intricate and difficult chromatic lines 
where their instruments and their 
capabilities were stretched to the limit. 
Instead, they were simply required to 
take two or three simple, motivic ideas 
and play them rhythmically accurately 
and in tune. 

These are qualities we associate more 
with our classical repertoire. There's 
a saying that Mozart's music is too 
difficult for the professional and too 
easy for the amateur, and there's a lot 
of truth to that. 

The music of these minimalist 
composers goes back to the basic 
virtues of good musicianship and also, 
on the audience's part, of listening. 

The audience is almost required to be 
in a meditative state at some points; 
not to be impatient, to take the time to 
let events unfold. In the 19th century, 
this was common. After all, it's what 
you need to do when you hear, say, a 
Bruckner symphony. 

What inspired you to become a 
conductor? 

I wouldn't use the word 'inspired'. I 
am a pianist and try to keep it up, with 
all the rigours and demands of my work. 
The word 'conductor' refers to a very 
specific activity in the musical world. 

It opens the doors to becoming a 
music director, or chief conductor, 
having entrepreneurial skills, it's a very 
active and pro-active way of being 
involved in the musical world."

AS Bob Golding prepares to once again 
take on one of the British comedy greats, 
James Hampton asks him: what it is like 
walking in Eric Morecambe’s shoes? 

Cambridge-born Bob Golding is 
reprising one of the toughest roles in 
theatre. The Olivier-nominated actor 
will once again be donning his comedy 
glasses and pipe as the legendary comic 
Eric Morecambe. 

The one-man show, directed by 
Paul Hendy with help from Eric's son, 
associate producer Gary Morecambe, 
this is a brand new production of Tim 
Whitnall's Olivier Award-winning play. 

It tracks the Morecambe and Wise 
star's trajectory from Music Hall 
performances to Christmas Day 
extravaganzas on the telly. 

"I was a jobbing actor who fell into 
it," Golding says. "A few years ago, I 
approached a producer about doing a 
one-man play, and he said, "You know 
what? You should play Eric Morecambe. 
You've got something of Eric about you.'' 
I thought, "Actually, there's something 
in that." Maybe it's my silliness. My kids 


are all daft as brushes - we come from a 
long line of brushes! 

"I was a huge fan of Eric's. I'm a British 
comedy geek, and you can't be a fan 
of British comedy without being a fan 
of Morecambe and Wise. Watching 
Morecambe and Wise, you were 
guaranteed laughs. Their act was silly, 
and we Brits really like silly. They brought 
our family together, as they did everyone 
else's in the nation. I remember watching 
them with my nan who was laughing her 
head off. I was 7 when the Morecambe 
and Wise Christmas special got 28.8 
million viewers on BBC1. Over half the 
country was watching - can you believe 
that? That figure will never be beaten." 

But why does he think the play works 
so well? 

"Because it's not just about Eric. I 
play 55 different characters. I play Eric 
and everyone else in his life. That gives 
the show real pace and energy. It's also 
a complete pleasure to perform. I did 
260 performances of this show a few 
years ago, but this is a completely new 
production with a new director. 


"It's lovely to be back. I still get the 
same joy as I ever did playing Eric. I feel 
this great sense of elation at the end of 
every show. 

"Eric's daughter Gail came 
unannounced to watch the show in 
Wellingborough. In the bar afterwards, 

I approached her and said, "You're Gail, 
aren't you?" She was in floods of tears. 

But he only started to get nervous 
when celebrities like Ant and Dec, 
Nicholas Parsons, Ronnie Corbett and 
Barry Cryer started coming along to see 
the show. 

Golding says:"But I'm so glad I've 
done it. It's our duty to remind people 
why Eric and Ernie were so brilliant and 
why we still have this enormous love 
and adoration for them. They were 
two simple men who provoked a huge 
reaction from the whole country."

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 2 (I2A, 142 mins) 
TWO is company but three super-villains are 
a crowd in Marc Webb’s action-packed sequel 
to his 2012 blockbuster, which successfully 
rebooted the Marvel Comics franchise. 

A Russian mobster in rhinoceros-shaped 
armour, a maligned Oscorp employee who 
can shoot electricity from his fingertips and 
an iconic green-skinned imp with daddy 
issues all vie for our attention during a rough 
'n' tumble 142 minutes. 

The film's special effects wizards oblige 
with dazzling sequences of Spider-Man 
swinging at breathless speed through the 
skyscrapers of New York. 

Such is the dizzying velocity of these set 
pieces, director Webb repeatedly employs 
slow-motion to make sense of the blurs of 
blue and red spandex. 

For all the sequel's technical prowess, 
which is considerable, it's the screen 
chemistry of Andrew Garfield and Emma 
Stone, who met on the first picture and 
have been dating ever since, which provides 
more bang than the digitally-rendered 
pyrotechnics. 

While Peter hones his powers, childhood 
friend Harry Osborn (Dane DeHaan) returns 
to the Big Apple to assume control of Oscorp 
in the wake of the death of his bullying 
father, Norman (Chris Cooper). 

Harry's ascension coincides with an 
industrial accident that transforms nerdy 
employee and Spider-Man fanatic, Max 
Dillon (Jamie Foxx), into an electrically- 
charged monster. 

Thus Peter must potentially give up his life 
to protect Gwen and Aunt May from harm. 

The Amazing Spider-Man 2 fleshes out 
the back story of the Parkers and their 
involvement in secret experiments. 

Peter and Gwen's turbulent romance is 
the cornerstone and the film soars - rather 
like the titular hero - whenever they are 
together.

JUST as Simon Cowell knows his music and 
Bake Off judge Paul Hollywood knows his 
cakes, so award-winning gardening legend 
Jim Buttress knows his onions. 

And his melons, aubergines, carrots, 
radish and runner beans. 

The plain-speaking horticulturalist, 
former Royal gardener and current RHS 
Britain in Bloom judge is now a judge 
in BBC2's new six-part series The Big 
Allotment Challenge. He pulls no punches 
judging harvests produced by contestants 
on their made-for-TV allotments. 

Filmed in a Victorian walled garden on 
the Mapledurham Estate in Oxfordshire, 
nine pairs of keen gardeners have spent 
months planning, planting and nurturing. 
Given their own greenhouses, they were 
handed particular vegetables, fruit and 
flowers to grow, as well as facing a number 
of additional weekly challenges, including 
flower arranging and chutney-making, 
judged by floral arrangement expert 
Jonathan Moseley and preserves specialist 
Thane Price. 

The series, presented by Fern Britton, 
was filmed last year from early spring until 
late summer, when award-winning Buttress 
then judged the produce, from blemish- 
free radishes to perfect sweet peas. 

So how harsh was he with this judging? 

"I was once nicknamed Judge Dread 
but you don't have to be hard, as long as 
you're fair and consistent in what you do," 
he insists. "You don't have to hurt people 
but you can tell them, 'This ain't good 
enough'. Just be fair, be honest and give 
people advice as to why they didn't win or 
they could have done better." 

Much of the advice he gives in this series 
is about the weather-related problems 
faced by competitors, because last spring 
was particularly cold. 

"Last year, March and April were awful. 
Light levels were appalling, we had a lot 
of cold weather and many people were

'caught cold'. Stuff was put out which 
wasn't hardy enough. The one thing you'll 
never beat is nature. Then Mr Pest and 
Mr Disease comes along. It happens to 
everybody. They had to find a way around 
that. 

"The most difficult thing is the timing. 
People who grow stuff in the garden 
generally don't have a deadline. Each 
week we set them a task, whether 
vegetables or flowers, and if they didn't 
have them ready then they didn't have 
an exhibit. Luckily they'd grown twice as 
much as they needed to guarantee they 
had something." 

The subsequent hot weather in summer 


helped the growth catch up, but then 
it required constant watering and some 
produce needed slowing down. 

The second strand of the competition, 
which is growing flowers, also put up its 
own problems, Buttress says. 

"Thrift was a menace last year with 
gladioli. They get the mottling vein. 

When the judge is looking at the exhibit, 
whatever it is, it's the overall impression 
that matters. Is it free of blemish? That 
includes the root and the leaves and 
everything else. With the hot weather, 
stuff started to move much more quickly 
and required covering and protecting 
from the direct sun. They had the risk that 
sweet peas would flower too quickly." 

Away from the cameras and looking 
at other people's gardening, Buttress is 
busy with his own efforts - he will be 
building the Homebase - Time To Reflect 
garden with designer Adam Frost at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show, and he is 
also helping to produce a display in the 
pavilion to mark charity Perennial's 175th 
anniversary.

“In fact, used car sales have been 
exceptionally buoyant in the first 


three months of this year. Much of 
this must be down to motorists 
feeling a little more confident as 


the economy improves and look¬ 
ing to change their current used 
car for a newer and possibly more 
economical model. Even though 
the economic conditions are 
improving, research carried out by 
BCA in January shows that the cost 
of fuel remains top of the list of 
concerns for motorists, so fuel 
economy is very important.” 

He continued: “But as Easter 
approaches, we expect to see 
some downward pressure on 
average values and the market is 
already showing early signs of 
softening. People tend to turn 
their attention to paying for the 
summer holiday once Easter has 
been and gone, and plans for 
changing the family car often get 
postponed until the early 
autumn.”

More success 
for Seymour at 
national finals 

SARAH Seymour completed an impressive 
double as she beat Janice Gower to clinch the 
women’s singles title at the English Indoor Bowls 
Championships in Melton Mowbray. 

The City of Ely bowler, who won the pairs’ 
crown with Ellen Falkner at the tournament last 
week, regained the title she first won in 2008 by 
seeing off the Blackpool New Hall star 21-10 in 
the final. 

Seymour, who skips a rink for England, said: 

“It’s obviously great to have won it again, but I 
was particularly pleased this year that I defeated 
four England skips on the way to the title - Ellen 
in the group, and Wendy King, Penny Strong and 
Janice in my last three games.” 

Seymour, who does not play outdoors, is the 
most prolific title winner in English women’s 
bowls, being the only player to have won all 
seven national indoor titles - singles, pairs, 
triples, fours, Champion of Champion singles, 
mixed pairs and mixed fours. 

But she could not clinch an unprecedented 
clean sweep of the major women’s honours this 
season. 

Together with Falkner and Catherine Popple, 

Seymour was knocked out of the triples by a 
19-12 defeat to Swale’s Paige Dennis, Sandy 
Hazell and Wendy King in the quarter-finals, 
having thrashed Wealden’s Shirley Nelson, Ann 
Spree and Jan Noyes 29-5 in the first round. 

The Ely trio had been 13-1 up after just five

But Luke Stanley’s brace 
counted for nothing as 
Soham’s Ryman League, North 
Division play-off hopes were 
ended by a 3-2 home defeat at the 


hands of Thurrock. 

The Greens are now 10 points 
adrift of fifth-placed Needham 
Market with three games 
remaining. 

Stanley put the hosts ahead just 
before half time and brought 
them level 11 minutes from time 
after their opponents had taken 
the lead, before the away side got 
the game’s crucial fifth goal.
